Statement of services for which the certificates have been 
awarded.—S/Shri Kuldip Singh, Inspector, Amar Nath and 
Shamir Singh, Sepoys were involved in the case ot seizure of 
Indian currency notes amounting to Rupees 11.5 lakhs on the 
Indo-Pak border near Amritsar on 15-1-79. In this case not 
only the currency notes were seized but Kashmir Singh alias 
Kashmira, a notorious smuggler and desperado operating on 
dial area who was terror in the area, was also captured. S/Shri 
Kuldip Singh, Amar Nath and Shamir Singh played a memo¬ 
rable role in the whole operation. On receipt of information 
that a large quantity of Indian currency was to be smuggled 
out to Pakistan on the night of 15-1-79 by Kashmir Singh, a 
preventive party which included Shri Kuldip Singh. Inspector 
& S/Shri Amar Nath & Shamir Singh, Sepoys laid Naka near 
Khapar Kheri crossing on Amritsar Chhehartu-Kastd-Sarai 
Amanat Khan Border Road. At about 20.30 hours on the same 
day, a Car was spotted heading towards the Naka point, but 
all of a sudden the car turned back. The preventive party pur¬ 
sued the car on Government Jeep. It was however noticed that 
two persons had slipped out of the car and were running 
towards the adjoining field in darkness carrying something with 
them. As the car was speeding away, the Superintendent of 
the party decided to turn back and concentrate on capture of 
the two persons alongwith contraband. Accordingly, on his 
orders, S/Shri Kuldip Singh, Inspector and Amar N.uh and 
Shamir Singh, Sepoys alongwith others immediately jumped out 
of the vehicle and rwn fast to follow the fleeing smugglers in a 
cold, dark and misty night. Despite inhospitable terrain md 
cloudy winter night, Shri Kuldip Singh rushed upon Kashmir 
Singh who wa.s carrying contraband goods with him. tlu 
hearing the sound of bullet shot, the Superintendent of Custom 
Who was the incharge of the preventive party thought that the 
life of Shri Kuldip Singh wa« in danger and therefore ordered 
Shri Shamir Singh, Sepoy to fire back. On this Kashmir Singh 
and his companion began to nm in opposite directions. Shri 
Kuldip Singh followed by another Inspector continued chasing 
Kashmir Singh while S/Shri Vi jay Bahadur Singh, Inspector 
and Shamjr Sin^h, Sepoy chased the companion of Kashmir 
Singh, Shri Kuldip Singh jumped upon the back of the Kashmir 
Singh who fell down with Indian currency packed in vasaljes. 
Kashmir Singh became violent in ihe scuffled end tried to 
overpower Shri Kuldip Singh. Shri Gian Singh, Inspecor who 
by that time had reached near them shouted for help. Hearing 
this S/Shri Amar Nath and Shamir Singh, Sepoys alongwith 
some other members of the party rushed towards the spot of 
incident, Shri Amar Nath in spite of his old nge and noor phy¬ 
sique reached the spot where Shri Kuldjp Singh was engaged 
in scuffle with Kashmir Singh. He fell upon the vasafles con¬ 
taining Indian currency and took them undei his bellv 
Kashmir Singh in a desperate bid to snatch away the vasalies 
went on violently kicking and hitting Shri Amar Nath, But not 
caring for his life and physical injuries Shri Amar Nath held 
on to the vasalies and did not let it go. 

Shri Shamir Singh, Sepoy carried a service rifle and as such 
could not run fast but he dashed towards the smugglers holding 
his rifle. By timelv obeying the orders for firing in self defence, 
he deterred the smugglers from further firing. Despite having 
been slipped and fallen in pit and his clothes drenched in mud 
he chased the accomplice of Kashmir Singh. But as S(K>n as he 
heard loud cries for help from the other side, he rushed to the 
rescue of Shri Kuldip Singh, Inspector and others and within 
seconds pounced upon Kashrrfa Singh. Kashmir Sin fa, when 
he saw Shri Shamir Singh attacking on him, tried to snatch 
away his rifle. But Shri Shamir Singh successfully resisted this 
and helped his colleagues in over-powering Kashmir Singh and 
recovering Indian currency worth Rupees 11.5 lakhs. 

Thus, the daring act performed properly by S/Shri Kuldip 
Singh, Amar Nath and Shamir Singh even at the risk of their 
lives, resulted in apprehending the notorious desperado and 
smuggler, Kashmir Singh who was a terror in that region and 
also seizure of Indian currency amounting to Rupees 11.3 lakhs.
